Philadelphia, Dec. 26.— Christmas 
was not allowed to entirely Interrupt 
the martial preparations at the League 
Island navy yard, where the cruiser 
Dixie is being made ready to sail for 
Colon on Monday with CM marliies. 
With the arrival of 94 marines and 
two ofhcer.H from Washington Friday 
night tho first large detail of those to 
go to Colon were quartered on the 
Dixie. Some additional stores were 
taken on board Friday and-overything 
now is in readiness for the reception 
of the 400 marines who aro to come 
Saturday and Sunday from New Yorii, 
Norfoilc and Annapolis. 

Boston, Dec. 26. — Thousands of per- 
sons at the South Terminal station Fri- 
day night cheered tho company of ma- 
rines which left for Philadelphia, from 
which city tho men will sail Monday 
on the United Status steam.shlp Dixie 
as a portion of the marine battalion 
which will go to Panama with Gen. El- 
liott. 

Company A is the designation of the 
detachment which left the navy yard 
Friday. It was commanded by ('apt. 
George C. Reld, of tho Charlestown 
barracks, and Lieut. Davis B. Willis, 
who came from Washington on Thurs- 
day to Join the company. Tho com- 
pany numbers 96 men. 

Washington, Dec. 26. — War depart- 
ment officials admit that the transiwrt 
Sherman, Buford and Crook, now at 
San Pranclso, are being made ready 
for soa. Primarily these vessels are

A Negro Fatally Wounded and a F» 
tfohnan Injared. 

St. TxiulB, Dec. 2C.— Albert Cham- 
bliss, colored, who was bein? hold as 
a hostage for the arrest of his friend, 
was shot and fatally wounded Friday 
by tho Mior. Patrolman Peter Dolan, 
who had the Negro in custody, was 
also wounded, but not seriously, by 
shots fired by Alington, a N^gro whom 
the police were trying to arrest. 

The shooting occurred near Benton, 
in tho westsm section of tho city, 
where a nnml>er of Ndgroes began 
rioting Friday afternoon. Alington, 
who did considerable promlsruous 
shooting, retired to a cabin, which was 
surrounded by a dozen policemen and 
a crowd of 200 citizens. Owing to the 
presence In tho cabin of a Negro girl, 
the police refrained from bombarding 
it, although Alington flred at least 60 
or 60 shots at them, with tho result al- 
ready mentioned. W^on Alington's 
ammunition finally gave out the police 
arrested him without further trouble.

St. Louis, Dee. 26.— Almost zero 
weather provalled Friday night in St. 
Lonls and vicinity. The day opened 

comparatively w.irin and rloudy, but 
Friday afternoon a decided change 
sot in, the sky clearing and the teal* 
peraturs falling SI degrees in four 
hours. This fall In temperature was 
accompanied by a high wind that gain- 
ed a velocity of 40 miles an hour, do- 
ing considerable damage In varloas 
parts of the city. 

At the height of the blow, portions of 
tho east and north walls of the par- 
tially completed 11,000,000 Bucking- 
ham hotel, at West Pine and King's 
Highway, were blown down, causing 
damage estimated at 176,000. The 
building had been leased for the 
World's lair period by the Hucklng- 
ham elul), of whiih Miss Helen M. 
Gould is a member, but the contractor 
says this accident will not interfere 
with its completion on time. On thf* 
World's fair grounds nearby con.-^id 
rrable damage resulted troin the wluil. 
which blew down scaffolds and wreck, 
ed some temporary structures. 

Chicago, Dec. 26. — A severe snow* 
storm followed by a cold wave visited 
Chh aK ' Friday. The snow i oniiiienccd 
to fall at 9 oVl0( k in the morning and 
continued until late In the afternoon, 
the entire fall being estimated by tlie 
weather oflSce at 3>/^ Inches. The storm 
at first was unaccompanied by wind, 
but late in the afternoon a gale of 40 
miles an hour s])rung up from the 
northwest tuid the mercury fell rap- 
idly.
